I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  to  the  Council  for 
the  year  1971* 

A  start  was  made  on  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  in  the  area  when 
twenty-seven  houses  in  Chapel  Street,  Brotton,  were  demolished.  This 
is  only  a  fraction  of  the  1,100  houses  in  the  area  which  are  unfit  and 
not  worthy  of  improvement.  If  all  these  houses  are  to  be  cleared  within 
the  next  ten  or  twelve  years  an  increased  effort  by  both  Councillors  and 
Officials  is  required.  I  believe  it  is  generally  accepted  that  many  of 
the  people  living  in  these  unfit  houses  wish  to  remain  in  their  own 
villages,  and  I  am  pleased  that  the  Council  are  taking  steps  to  obtain 
planning  permission  for  land  at  Lingdale.  Building  land  will  also  be 
required  at  Boosbeck  and  Brotton  if  this  policy  is  to  be  pursued. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  encouragement  during  the  year;  and  to  my  staff  for 
all  their  willing  help.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  three  private  slaughterhouses  which  are  licensed  by  the 
Council.  One  slaughterhouse  is  being  used  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for 
sale  outside  the  area  in  addition  to  local  trade. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  was  16,206  as  compared 
with  13,889  in  1970  and  10,667  in  1969*  1,107  visits  were  made  for  meat 

inspection  purposes  including  regular  Sunday  visits. 

The  income  for  the  year  from  meat  inspection  charges  amounted  to 

£804.97.
